John and Diana Herzog’s previous Strasburg, Pennsylvania bourse was the international highlight of the scripophily 
collecting community for many years and I know it is missed by a majority of collectors and dealers who were fortunate enough to have ex¬ 
perienced the friendships, camaraderie, shared collecting passion and lots of fun in a beautiful setting that was the standard of this bourse. 

Additionally, this year is very special due to the fact that it is our “Inaugural Anniversary Auction Celebration of Important Global Compa¬ 
nies - 2012” which will take up the first hour with the auction of historic objects, artwork and financial ephemera related to anniversary 
celebrations of major companies and organizations throughout the world. 

We are offering over 2400 lots of U.S. and Worldwide Banknotes, Scripophily, Autographs, Security Printing Ephemera, historic docu¬ 
ments and Financial Artifacts held over three days. The first session is scheduled on Saturday, October 20th, 2012 at the Museum of Ameri¬ 
can Finance located at 48 Wall Street in New York City. It begins with the “Anniversary Auction Celebration” that includes 78 lots of 
historic documents, artifacts and objects including two different Edison Stock Tickers (ca. 1890’s); The Peter Force Version of the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence printed in the 1840’s on rice paper; an amazing Edison archive with numerous unpublished photos and even an origi¬ 
nal filament from the development of the electric light bulb; and dozens of other interesting and historic items. 

The auction continues with an excellent autograph collection with some items having been off the market for over 30 years. Highlights in¬ 
clude a Samuel Clemens letter signed as Mark Twain; Andrew Jackson’s signature on an 1833 Bank of the U.S. check; a Johannes Brahms 
autographed postcard with note; a Charles Lindbergh autographed letter; and dozens of interesting and historical signatures. 

Over 1,200 lots of rare and exciting scripophily items will be offered including more than 120 Confederate bonds (as single and group lots), 
an American Express Type II certificate from 1859, a large group of issued specimen and proof banking stocks and bonds, Chinese and 
Mexican bonds (some speculative), and a very rare, possibly unique 1846 Michigan, Chippewa Copper Co. issued mining certificate. Also 
from the scripophily category will be a large assortment of issued and specimen railroad stocks and bonds (including many rarities), world¬ 
wide certificates (including Mexico, Europe, Asia, Chile and numerous other countries), and include topics such as mining, railroad, fi¬ 
nance, brewery and numerous other areas. 

An expected star of the U.S. and worldwide banknotes session will be a group of seven different Reserve Bank of India specimens from the 
late 1960s to the early 1970’s never before offered at auction. Also featured will be a group of 26 rare Pakistani specimens from a new find; 
a Canada 1954 “Devil’s Head” specimen set (S1-S100) and 19 different Republic of Cyprus specimens, many quite rare. Also set to change 
hands will be a recently discovered Republica de Chile, 1898 Provisional Issue rarity of a previously unknown 10 Pesos denomination that 
may be unique; Early French notes (including Armee Catholique et Royale de Bretagne and Armee Catholique et Royale (1794) issued ban¬ 
knotes, 1940’s issue, Banque of France essay proof banknotes; and 1940-70 Bank of Ireland issued notes. Hundreds of banknotes that have 
been off the market or never offered before at auction will include notes from Argentina; rare China issues; unlisted 1879 and 1880’s Keel¬ 
ing Cocos rarities; East Africa; South Africa; Russia; an amazing collection of over 20 Georgia colonial banknotes from 1776 to 1778 col¬ 
ored seals issues; and, original advertising banknote artwork from Hugo Fleury of Waterlow & Sons fame. 

We hope you enjoy our auction offerings and we are looking forward to our first Hong Kong Auction scheduled for January 25th and 26th, 
2013 in Hong Kong. We are also planning a March, 2013 auction to be held at our offices in Fort Lee, NJ including U.S. & Worldwide 
Banknotes, Scripophily, Autographs and Historic documents and artifacts.

DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN : An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use surrepti¬ 
tiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them an idea of 
the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited amounts at the 
beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than have an entire 
production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed. A specimen is similar to the Final 
product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

TRIAL COLOR SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final product 
for evaluation before a final printing.These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults.These were usually printed on an india type of paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card.The 
amount of proofs printed was usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate 
the quality of the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have 
been repaired at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a 
plate, such as a sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it.These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) 
versus die proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL P ROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY DESIGN: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a Final approved design.An artist, 
engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. If a design is 
rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

Production Material: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. It may 
include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with corrections as 
well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, corpo¬ 
rate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on.This portion 
of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age", banknote 
engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come up with a 
unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or "vignettes" of people or scenes would be engraved first to include in 
the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed item. All 
models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

Early Wall Street and Bank of New York Related Deed Dated 1785 and Signed By Isaac Cox, John Ramsay and Daniel McCormick. New York, NY, 
March 23,1785. 2 Page deed with attached outer page, 9 by 15 inches with indented top. The deed is for a certain "MessuagoTenement or dwelling House" 
and additional property bounded by a 48 foot frontage on Wall Street deeded from Isaac Cox to William Edgar. Isaac Cox was born in Bermuda and his family 
was one of the founding families of Bermuda. He was justice of the Peace of Nassau, Bahamas; moved to Philadelphia in 1761 and became paymaster for the 
troops, a member of the Common council of Philadelphia in 1774, signed the memorial to the Continental Congress on November 18th, 1776 and was owner 
of 3 American privateers. William Edgar, a merchant at 7 Wall street in 1789 engaged in the Fur trade with China and East india. He served on the Board of 
directors to the Bank of New York; was treasurer for the first insurance company in the U.S. "Mutual"; and, served on the council of the St. Patrick's society of 
New York. The deed is signed by Isaac Cox, John Ramsey (Cox's brother in law) and Daniel McCormick (who also served on the first board of the Bank of New 
York). The property mentioned in this deed very possibly sits where the first bank of New York building was built. Historic and very early Wall Street document.

1. Unless announced otherwise by the auctioneer, all bids are per lot, 
as numbered in the printed Catalogue.
